I found a WRL "Blue Book" listing of reconditioned gear in some stuff I picked up 
today and it's interesting to see how things have changed. I'm an expert on 1969 
because that's when I graduated from high school, so of course I knew everything 
;-) But the used gear prices seem to reflect the "usefulness" of the item much 
better then than today's collector-influenced prices do. For example: 


You'd pay $399 for a used TR-3 but $100 less for a KWM-1, because of the 
additional bands it covered. A used Heathkit SB-301 (very popular back then) was 
priced at $269, just $30 less than a 75S1 and a lot pricier than the used Drake 
1A, which could be had for $99.95. The most you could pay for a used AM 
transmitter was $109 for a B&W 5100B, whereas the cheapest SSB transmitter was $40 
more (Heath HX-20). If you wanted to buy a used microphone, the D-104 and Shure 
444 were both available used for under $20, and a Collins SM-2 with stand would 
only run you $5 more. 


For $249 you could buy a used gizmo called "Outercall" that came with a pocket 
encoder so you could listen to recorded phone messages when you were away from 
home, pretty snazzy stuff back then! And if you want a real puzzler - why didn't 
we all pick up a used Collins 270G speaker when WRL sold them for $9.95? 


It's tough to walk down Memory Lane while kicking oneself in the rear!

There are two capaticors int he AVC time constant siccuit, and leakage in 
either could make the avc not do enough to prevent overload on strong 
signals. One is 2 uF, as I recall, in a can above the chassis and is used 
in tow of the three modes; the other is something smaller. I'd replace the 
samll one adn see if the fastest mode now works OK. IF so, you do the 2 uF 
guy to £ix the other modes.
